WASHINGTON, March 26.— 
Senator Walsh of Montana, the oil 
committee “prosecutor,” told the 
Senate today he could not under- 
stand why President Coolidge had 
not ignominously dismissed Clar- 
ence C. Chase, son-in-law of Albert 
B. Fall, as Customs Collector at El 
Paso, Tex. 

It was a matter of great surprise, 
the Montana Senator said, that Mr. 
Coolidge had not acted promptly 
after Price McKinney of Cleveland 
testified before the oil committee a 
week ago. McKinney told the 
committee that Chase, whose im- 
peachment was proposed in a Sen- 
ate resolution adopted yesterday, 
had been sent to induce him to say 
that he had loaned $100,000 to 
Fall. 

Unofficial Observer Present. 

“The President must have been 
apprised of the fact,” Walsh said, 
“because the unofficlal observer. 
Mr. Rush Holland, was there and 
he has been present before the 
committee at the direction of the 
President.’’ 

The Senator said he had in- 
formed Secretary Mellon that there 
was no reason why impeachnient 
proceedings should stand in the 
way of acceptance of Chase’s resizg- 
nation, submitted immediately aft- 
er he had appeared before the oil 
committee Monday and refused to 
testify. 

Secretary Mellon had _ written 
him, Walsh said, asking whether, 
in view of the Senate action yes- 
terday, acceptance of the resigna- 
tion would embarrass Congress.

“as a matter of course.” 

Appended to Secretary Mellon's 
letter was Chase's letter of resix- 
nation. In it Fall's son-in-law said 
that his refusal to testify probably 
“will provoke unfriendly criticism 
and this criticism may react upon 
your department.” The latter add- 
ed: “I have not committed any 
crime, nor has any crime been 
charged against me.” 

Walsh said he acknowledged the 
“extreme courtesy’ of Secretary 
Mellon in communicating with him 
on the subject and had replied that 
acceptance of Chase’s resiguation 
could have no effect on the fro- 
posed impeachment. proceedings. 

Review of Testimony. 

The committee prosecutor then 
launched into a review of the $100,- 
000 loan testimony as it affected 
Chase. First he took up a myste- 
rious memorandum, unsigned and 
undated, which was found in the 
committee files in January. He 
said he could “only surmise it was 
what Mr. Chase would have told us 
when he came before the commit- 
tee."’ The memorandum set forth 
at length the circumstances under 
which Fall obtained a loan to en- 
large ranch properties and recited 
that Chase was familiar with all of 
the details of that ransaction. 

Telegrams sent to the Oil Com- 
mittee in November and December 
together with the memorandum 
and other documents, Senator 
Walsh said, aforded “such compre- 
hensive circumstantial evidence” of 
an effort to mislead the committee 
that he was “amazed” the Presi- 
dent had not summarily removed 
Chase from office. 

Affair Public Property. 

“On the lith of March, two 
weeks ago yesterday,” Senator 
Walsh exclaimed, “this whole af- 
fair became public property.
